T Royal (2) Spoonbill - Biophilaely 47 (1) page 41 identifies the spoonbill on 
} North Korea, 1996, SG N3631_as a Eurasian Spoonbill, Plaraea leucorodia, 
Kjell Schaming's website identifies the bint as a Royal Spoonbill, Plaralea 
regia. This would be a new spocies on stamps, not counting the1982 Rainbow 
Crock $1 issue (Handbook 106-1, paget0). I believe this stamp shows a Black 
faced Spoonbill, Platalea minor. The Eurasiam Spoonbill has almost no black in 
front of the eye. The black in the Royal Spoonbill extends behind the eye and 
the head bas red and yellow patches. Moreover, the Royal Spoonbill occurs only 
in Australasia; both Black-faced and Furasian Spoonbills occur in Korea,
